Decision not to increase the tax 
rate for this year over the 1927- 
28 figure, with the exception of 
the special fire equipment tax, 
was reached, and the setting aside 
of $5000 from the water depart- 
ment receipts for a sinking fund 
was ordered by the city council 
last night. The new fund will be 
used for development of new 
water sources. 

This was the first action in fix- 
ing the budget for next year, and 
at the next session the tax rate on 
the assessed valuation will be de- 
cided. ; 

Faced with requests for in- 
creased demands from almost 
every department, the council has 
pefore it a busy program of re- 
vising budgets. 

As a precautionary measure 
against a water shortage or any 
other measure, the first deposit in 
a sinking fund was ordered. This 
is a new departure and it was ex- 
plained by Ralph Swing, city at- 
torney, as a businesslike move. If 
the rainfall next year is no heav- 
ier than the precipation this year, 
development of new water sources 
was predicted as necessary.

Upland Station Included in 
Improvement Program, 
T. M. Nichols Says 


EXTENSION PLAN DENIED 











| State Group Decides Against 
City, But Officials 
are Hopeful 








| Even though the state railroad 
commission has decided that 
| Second avenue cannot be opened 
and that the Santa Fe depot will 
not have to be removed, many 
residents of Upland today look- 
ed hopefully to the immediate fu- 
ture when a new depot may he 
erected by the railway company. 

T. M. Nichols, Santa Fe agent, 
said that a new structure is 
scheduled for Upland and that 
in view of the huge amount of 
shipments handled here, the im-~- 
provement may be made within a 
year or two. The depot was 
built 41 years ago. 

Decision from the state nail- 
road commission, refusing to al- 
|low the city to open Second ave- 
nue across the Santa Fe tracks 
was presented to the city council 
last night by Ernest C. Mehl, 
city clerk, and without a word 
it was placed in the records. 


This decision marked the city’s 
defeat to extend its main 
'thoroughfare, but in view of the 
|prospects for a new structure, 
0 further action will be started 
to win the street improvement 

“T do not believe any Santa Fe 
official on the coast knows when 
Upland will get a new depot,” 
Mr. Nichols said. “The improve- 
ment program is planned in Chi- 
cago and all orders for construc- 
tion comes from headquarters 
there. I am sure, however, that 
‘within a short time Upland will 
get a new structure.” 

Mr. Nichols explained that the 
Santa Fe expansion and im- 
provements are planned years 
| ahead and that when Upland’s 
‘turn comes on the schedule 2 
new building will be ordered. 

Ontario officials are reported 
to be taking advantage of the 
commission’s hearing and pushing 
the Sultana avenue improvement 
project. That avenue would con- 
nect the two cities with a paved 
artery, according to the proposed 
plans. A conference between of- 
ficials of the two cities is sched- 
uled soon.

Thumbnail Sketches of State 
and County Officers From 
Blue Book

WATER 600 FEET lesen Peas 


Etiwanda Water Company Uses 
Largest Machine of Kind 
in World, Report 





What is believed to be the larg- 
est well in the United States is 
today serving 2000 acres owned by 
members of the Etiwanda Water 
company. The welt is 810 feet 
ideep and the huge pump lifts the 
water 400 feet to the surface and 
boosts it 200 feet higher into a 
reservoir, according to Judge 
Thomas Donnelly, secretary. 

Lack of rainfall this year forced 
the company to dig the well and 
install a. single unit turbine pump 
and booster. Ordinarily, the pump 
and booster are separate units. 
The new machine is the largest 
ever produced by the Pomona 
Manufacturing company. It has 
350 horsepower. Its capacity is 
200 inches of water and will be 
used from three to four months, 
the secretary said.

“Our next stop was at Wrangell | 
—and here we were deeply inter- 
ested in the totem poles. A resi- 
dent guide took us about and gave!

poles belonged. We spent four 
hours in this interesting little set- 
tlement and then enjoyed the 
novelty of sailing through Wran- 
gell Narrows, here the water-way 
was so narrow that one could 
easily have thrown a stone ashore. 
Near the entrance to the Narrows 
is situated one of the prettiest 
little towns we saw any where in 
our travels. Petersburg, with its 
schools, business organizations, 
clubs, city government, 1s abreast 
of the times. Large canneries 
are located here and these’ keep 
many men employed. There were 
also many small islands in the 
vicinity of Petersburg and on 
these are located fur farms. The 
harbor was magnificent and wild 
flowers growing in profusion. 
Standing on the upper deck of 
our steamer, one visioned 4 
charming scene; rippling waters, 
studded with green islands, good 
looking, well-kept homes that 
seemed a part of the sloping hills 
which formed a semi-circle around 
the harbor. 

“We left Petersburg at 9 a. m. 
and the next morning at six 
o’clock we saw our first glacier— 
a truly wonderful sight, the mass | 
of moving ice was three miles 
wide and 200 feet high and the 
deep aquamarine shades played 
over the whole. We approached 
within 1200 feet of the face of 
the glacier and we could hear 
the roar which seemed to come 
far back of the mass as icebergs 
proke loose, paused a fleeting 
second as if suspended in air 
then dropped into the water with 
a frightful roar. One almost 
holds their breath with the won- 
der of it all. 

“Later the same morning we 

arrived at Juneau, the capital city 
which is built on the steep hill- 
sides, here in the town as well 
as the surrounding country min- 
ing was the principal industry. 
The Alaska Juneau Mining com¢ 
pany is situated right at the edge 
of the town and just beyond that 
is the abandoned ‘Thane’ and 
diagonally across the channel is 
the old Treadwell mine, The Glory 
Hole and the Douglass.
